The coroner, 
Dr. Coltr.mu, of .-Vlbiun, was aent for and 
tho work of lecovering bodies commenced. 
They are still at work. The tireman was 
instantly killed and Jas. iMcCarthy, en 
ginecr of tho second engine, terribly 
scalded. He died after ho was put aboard 
tho train for Oawego. The eiigincur, tire 
man and tram dispateln'r of tho lirst 
ongino esc.iped aliliough iliey «ere injiir- 
eil. Thoae injured who could travel were 
placed in a sleeper and taken to the Falls, 
while the rest were taken to a neighbiir- I 
ing liuuao and caro« for.
